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WASHINGTON, Sept. 26— 
The Army intensified its new 
economy drive Thursday night 
with a general order authorizing 
the y discharge of non-essen- 
tial Gip--inductens only—whose 
term of service expires within the 
next six months. 

The order will affect a still- 
andetermined proportion of the 
300,000 enlisted men still in the 
Army on a non-volunteer basis. 

It authorizes commanders to 
separate immediately all non-reg- 
ular Army GIs returning from 
overseas for permanent station in 
this country who are not needed 
at their posts and who are within 
six months of their scheduled dis- 
charge date. 

In addition, GIs in the United 
States who are within six months 
of separation may be discharged 
on proof that they intend to en- 
ter promptly an accredited college 
or university. 

War ag spokesmen said 
these discharges are being speeded 
up “to increase efficiency” and to 
put into effect economics required 
by the Army’s new peacetime 
budget.

William L. Slattery, Director of 
the Commission’s Accounts Divi- 
sion, gave the Committee a table 
showing the average cost to the 
‘Government for Liberty’ ships 

ranged from $1,508,906 per ship 
for 126 ships built by North Caro- 
lina shipyards to $7,161,234 for one 
built by the Rheems Manufactur- 
ing Company, Providence, R. I. 


The $7,161,234 Liberty was the 
single ship built »y the Rheems 
Company yard before it was taken 
over by the Walsh-Kaiser Com- 
pany. Costs come down, ordinari- 
ly, as volume increases. 

The table showed North Caro- 
lina’s average was more 
$100,000 below that for the Kaiser- 
operated Oregon Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, which produced 
ships. 

Slattery told a reporter, how- 
ever, that these figures do not re- 
flect labor differentials between 
the East, West and Gulf Coasts.

Accusing the Bureau of Prisons 
of violating a Federal law, dele- 
gates: from CIO Prison Locals 
throughout the country passed. a 
resolution here yesterday, calling 
for payment of almost $2,000,000 
in back overtime pay to 1,500 cus- 
todial personnel employed in Fed- 
eral enitentiaries. 

e don’t aim to put officials 
of the Bureau of Prisons behind 
bars,” J. F. Welch, Chairman of 
the National Council of Prison 
Locals, stated, “but we do want to 
get paid for the time we worked.” 

The resolution claimed an Act 
of Congress, effective in 1931, 
provided that foun hours consti- 
tuted a working day on Satur- 
day, but that the Bureau of Pris- 
ons had “flagrantly violated this 
Act of Congress during its entire 
duration of over 12 years.” 

Welch estimated that each em- 
ploye who worked from 1931 to 
1943 in the Federal penal sys- 
tem would be entitled to pay for 
26 full days a year. After 1943, 
he pointed out, custodial person- 
nel received overtime pay under 
new legislation.

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South Carolina Provides No Pattern 


With South Carolina, Georgia has as 
little in common, in many respects, as 
with any of its neighboring States. 


In area, Georgia is nearly twice as big; 
in population, it exceeds South Carolina 
by more than a million. And, in wealth, 
while our average income last year was 
$647 compared to South Carolina’s $576, 
the Federal Government—using the same 
vardstick in both States—collected twice 
much .corporation and nearly three 
times more individual income taxes in 
Georgia than South Carolina. 

Still, a comparison of Georgia’s fiscal 
facts alongside South Carolina’s is inter- 

ing at this time. 


as 


The Carolina figures, as reported yes- 
terday by The Constitution’s John Couric 
the first of a series of articles from 
Southern capitals, will prove valuable, not 
alone to legislators, but to every Georgian 
interested in where the money is coming 
from to continue this State’s expanded 
governmental program. 

That there will be need for such addi- 
tional funds all are agreed. In 1936, Geor- 
gias entire State income was but $30,684,- 
000. Next year’s projected expenditures 
for education alone will reach $45,692,000. 
Last vear, State income from all sources 
was $81,000,000—by far the highest in his- 
tory. This year, we are spending at a rate 
of more than $90,000,000. 


South 


in 


Carolina, on the other hand, 
spends approximately $60,000,000. It has 
a bonded indebtedness of $44,800,000 

ainst Georgia’s $20,580,000. And, where- 
as Georgia has funds set aside to pay 
every penny of its bonds as they fall due, 
south Carolina lists a “surplus” of only 
$6,000,000. 


South Carolina, as Georgia, gets a siz- 


able portion of its money from a general 
property tax. Its higher income tax rate 


brings in $13,000,000 against Georgia’s 
$15,000,000. South Carolina’s tobacco tax 
nets $4,691,000, Georgia’s $6,848,000. And 
South Carolina gets more than $3,000,000 
a year from a soft drink tax, a levy un- 
known to Georgia. 

Proportionately, expenditures for vari- 
ous purposes run about the same. Georgia 
spends $24,000,000 a year for highways, 
compared to South Carolina’s $16,000,000. 
South Carolina has been spending $15,000,- 
000 for common schools to Georgia’s $23,- 
000,000. But the 50 percent teacher salary 
increase, plus other secondary school ex- 
penditures promised by the next admin- 


istration, promise to send this latter figure 


to the neighborhood of $40,000,000. And 
Georgia allots $4,400,000 annually to its 
University System in contrast to South 
Carolina’s $1,500,000. Moreover, Georgia’s 
augmented health program now costs the 
State $2,130,000 a year in contrast to South 
Carolina’s $405,000. On the other hand, 
however, South Carolina has already set 
aside $5,000,000 to participate in the Fed- 
eral hospital construction program. Geor- 
gia has yet to make such a provision. 

Allowing for the differences in popu- 
lation and income, there is apparently 
little difference in Georgia and South 
Carolina’s fiscal systems. With but few 
exceptions, the ratio of their expenditures 
is the same. And, except for South Caro- 
lina’s soft drink levy and higher income 
tax rates, the revenue-raising structures 
are analagous. Both, incidentally, are 
patchwork affairs, badly in need of re- 
working. : 

Such a revision, in our opinion, should 
be undertaken by-the next session of the 
General Assembly. 

But obviously, from the facts outlined 
above, we shall have to look farther than 
South Carolina for a pattern on which to 
do the job.

Although traditionally a long-suffering 
lot, Georgia school teachers are riled—and 
“with good reason—by the action of some 
local Boards of Education in denying them 
the Tull 50 percent pay increase provided 
by the State. 

When Gov. Arnall made available funds 
to raise the basic State pay scale 50 per- 
cent, it was with no thought that some 
se'fish boards would seize upon the action 
as an excuse for withdrawing local sup- 


port. Indeed, he called upon them at the 


time to supplement teacher salaries them- 
selves wherever possible. 

The 50 percent increase in State pay 
should have gone directly to the teachers 
so that there could have been no possi- 
bility of such inexcusable action on the 
local level. The least the State can now 
do is to move as soon as the next Legis- 
lature meets to assure that the 50 percent 
increase, when continued into next year, 
will reach the teachers without discount 
or delay.

From the Boer War 
To the U. S. Senate - 


ee | From a conversation in the Mayflower Cafe, 
A : Cody, Wyo.— 

ae aarti In 1902 a young British boy came back from 
the Boer War. Of Scottish parents, he had been born at Cardiff, 
Wales, across the bay from Weston-Supre-Mare,; and had served in 
the war in South Africa with a Welsh regiment. 


In his early twenties he had shown enough ability to be made 
manager of a firm which was installing electrical power in many 
of the old industrial plants of Britain. 


Perhaps because of the rigors of the Boer War, perhaps be- 
cause of overwork, because he was ambitious and wanted to make 
a place for himself, he came down with tuberculosis. After a year 
in a hospital he came to the United States. An American, travel- 
ing in Britain, had met the youngster and liked him. He gave 
him a job as a sort of caretaker of his place in Wyoming, near Cody. 


That was 1912. 


At lunch on this September day, 1946, I sat across the table 
from him— 


Senator United States Sen. Edward Vivian Robertson, one of 

the ranking members of the United States Senate: a 
party leader; perhaps Wyoming’s “biggest” man; one of the most 
successful sheep and cattle producers in the West. 


Despite its Welsh beginning, it is a typical American story in 
the American tradition. 


“What were your dreams when you came to Wyoming in 1912, 
Senator?’” 


“Well, certainly they did not include being United States Sen- 
ator,” he said, smiling. 

And certainly, I am sure, they did not include what I had seen 
that morning—5,000 sheep leaving his corrals, just in from the 
range, counted, weighed, graded and on their way to the market 
in Omaha, where the top weights were to set a new high because 
of their quality, and the remainder were to top the market. And, 
assuredly, they did not include the thousands of acres of fenced 
ranch and range with thousands of beef cattle moving from it each 
year to the market. 


: Sen. Robertson, with that background, is not 
Republicans worried about the future of this country. As 
a conservative Republican, somewhere between the Taft and Stassen 
groups, he is nevertheless a loyal party man. 

Wyoming is normally a Republican State. Yet the Democratic 
party is strong enough to have a Democratic Governor, with a good 
chance for re-election, and a Democratic United States Senator, 
Joseph CC, O’Mahoney. 

Sen. Robertson, unusually optimistic, believes Republicans have 
a chance in November to capture not merely the House, but the 
Senate as well. He will campaign actively for the Republican 
ticket, putting special emphasis on the effort to elect a Republican 
colleague to the Senate: 

A splendid American, an able Senator, E. V. Robertson’s story 
better illustrates the traditional “opportunity” of this country, -and 
of his adopted West, than any I have encountered in a long time.

There is a «growing circle in Wyoming's business life which 
knows about young C. E..(Bud) Webster who, around the age of 
30, is regarded as one of the finest businessmen in the State. Chev- 
rolet dealer, Coca-Cola bottler, he is reaching out for more and 
more. Business, recognizing his ability, is answering. He, too, made 
his way on his own.

Are Modern Songs 
To Blame for Ills? 


All my life I’ve heard of a quotation that runs 

to the effect “I care not who makes a nation’s 

laws, if I may write its songs.” So, having that 

in mind as a text for this column, I began to search what quota- 
tion books stand on my shelves. 

All I could find was an extract from a letter written by a Scotch- 
man named Andrew Fletcher who, says the book, was born in 1653 
and died in 1716. The exact quotation reads: 

“I knew a very wise man that believed that, if a man were 
permitted to make all the ballads, he need not care who should 
make the jaws of a nation.” 

So.reven Fletcher does not claim originality, but credits it to 
an unidentified “very wise man.” Fletcher has been dead for 
230 years; later repeaters of the thought certainly can make no 
claim to originality. 

The idea I want to put across is that the songs which people 
sing, the popular ballads of a period, have considerable influence 
upon the character of those peoples. Whether a song reaches 
popularity because it reflects sentiments already in the peoples 
hearts, or whether it suggests those sentiments, Is a debate akin 
to whether the chicken or the egg came first and we'll skip it here. 


~ It seems to me the world of today is a 
Perplexing World much more perplexing and troubled place 
than was the world I knew in boyhood. By comparison, the 
years of the nineties and the turn of the century were peaceful, 
simple and comfortable. We enjoyed a way of life that may have 
lacked some of the conveniences, the gadgets, of today, but at 
least we felt it to be secure and the rules by which we shaped 
conduct were simple and direct. 

Since those days wars and depressions and world-wide con- 
fusions have come to pass and today we look upon our world as 
a mass of perplexing paradoxes which seem to defy logical solution. 

Well, can we lay the mounting troubles of the human race at 
the feet of the song writers? Are they the ones to blame? Have 
they failed, as have the makers of laws, in the forming of national 
characters? 

Perhaps they have, by surrendering themselves to a craze for 
harmonic complexities which only create weird discords where 
simple melodies used to prevail. 

The songs of my youth were simple, melodic, appealing. You 
may say their words and music both were so elementary as to be- 
long only to kindergarten audiences. But we loved them. 

I won’t try to list any of them here. They were universal in 
appeal and they spoke the simple sentiments of the heart from 
man to man all the world around. 


Today our popular music is a far cry from the 
Gradual Change era of simplicities like the Blue Danube waltz 
and the marches of John Philip Sousa. Today we hear “arrange- 
ments” that distort, twist, pervert the original theme until it is 
next to impossible to recognize it. Shocking discords are common, 
in fact are acclaimed. We have passed through the era of jazz 
and into that of swing. And always we have sacrificed more sim- 
plicity and found in its stead only harmonic confusions. 

I wonder if such change in style of popular music can have any- 
thing to do with the complexity of human problems into which 
the world has drifted. 

Even today, though, I believe the people hunger for simple 
things in music and song even as in life. Have you noticed how 
it is almost always the simple melodic songs which win the 
greater popularity? And we like them best when they are played 
most simply. 

The great elassics of song, those which never die—“Home Sweet 
Home,” “Annie Laurie,” etc.—are masterpieces of simplicity. 


A song Writer Dies of a man who years ago was a writer 
of lyrics of popular songs. He wrote many hits, of which perhaps 
the best known was a song called “Ain't That a Shame?” 

Just before he died he expressed disgust with the modern types 
of songs. 

So began the wonder which brought about this column— 

Can we blame our song writers for composing so complex that 
humanity itself has lost the art of simplicity in humanity's affairs, 
and therefore has become so confused that a life of ordered con- 
tentment seems but a futile dream?

In the first place, it reinains to be seen what the attitude of Mr. 
Wallace will be. He is still in a position to raise a tremendous 
Issue on the subject of our foreign policy, if he so desires. 

What he does may depend in a large degree on the outcome of 
events in Paris, where the peace negotiations are now going on. 

If Secretary of State Byrnes succeeds in shaping a satisfactory 
peace agreement with the Russians, then much of Mr. Wallace's 
immediate political thunder will be removed. 


New Ammunition On the other hand, if the Paris negotia- 


tions fail as the earlier London meeting of 
Allied foreign ministers ended in a fiasco, then Mr. Wallace will 
be provided with ammunition capable of having damaging reper- 
cussions in the congressional elections that lie ahead. 

Any failure at Paris would open the way for the former Secre 
tary of Commerce to make a frontal assault on our foreign policy. 
This would seem to impose a double responsibility on Mr. Byrnes 
and his associates at the peace conference to work out an amicable 
agreement—and early. 

Mr. Wallace leaves himself in position to exploit the issue more 
effectively by the personal grace and dignity he displayed in quit- 
ting the Government at President Truman's request. 

Moreéver, he showed a high level of statesmanship by seeming 
to say he would not engage in further public discussion of the 
foreign policy question until the Paris Conference has been given an 
opportunity to succeed. 

In other words, he will continue to be bound by the injunction 
of silence imposed on him while in the Cabient, although the effect 
of his dismissal was to relieve him of all restraints. By doing this 
he indicates a willingness to give Sec. Byrnes a chance. 

But woe be Mr. Byrnes and the Truman administration if the 
peace negotiations fail. 

The tull consequences of Mr. Wallace's dismissal lie in relation 
to the 1948 presidential campaign rather than the coming November 
elections. He could effect the approaching elections by causing large 
blocks of iiberal voters to stay away from the polls. That could 
result in the Democrats losing control of Congress. 

But the full force of his conduct is not expected to be feit until 
1948. Then it may be within his grasp to determine the outcome 
of the presidential election.

Palestine Dilemma Is Urgent 


The Palestinian question is exacerbated beyond the bounds of 


Jewry. 
On no other matter have the 
Hitler’s criminal persecutions 
first broke what was, perhaps, the 
wealthiest, best established, and 
most assimilated of European Jew- 
communities: the German. 


companied his marching armies to 
catch up with them in every Eu- 
ropean country to which they fled, 
until they were caught in the trap 
between two fronts, there to be 
exterminated. 


The hunting down of this com- 
munity of mankind lent the most 
powerful interest to the war. The 
human conscience was shocked; 
the-human heart revolted. Depun- 
ciations sounded from the halls of 
government, from pulpits of all 
denominations, in the press and 
the assemblies of all Allied coun- 
tries. It would, therefore, have 
seemed the most sincere and just 
of peace aims to have put the re- 
habilitation of what was left of 
European Jewry as the very first 
number on the agenda. : 


IF JEWISH pressure into Pales- 
tine creates great difficulties in 
the critically explosive area of the 
Middle East, what, then is the al- 
ternative? Sympathizers or non- 
sympathizers with the idea of a 
Jewish national state have got to 
answer that question. 

If anything would soften the op- 
position of the Arabs to broaden- 
ing the immigration to 100,000, it 
would be a more generous attitude 
from the rest of the world. Great 
Britain and the United States 
could at least negotiate with bet- 
ter grace if the commonwealth 
and our own great continental 
country would offer to take as 
many. 

Experts are warning both na- 
tions of demographical decline. 
Canada is subsidizing children in 
an effort to increase the birthrate. 
In 20 years the United States will 
probably be doing the same, for 
we are becoming an “old” people 
in which the rate of replacement 
of population steadily declines. 
Yet hundreds of thousands of 
young, orphaned children are dy- 
ing of hunger in Europe, among 
them Jewish children, for whom 
warm hearts would provide real 
American homes.

The USSR boasts of its liberal 
racial laws, and a shortage of la- 
bor, but what has it done for Hit- 


ler’s first victims? It alone is tak- 
ing from the defeated countries 
billions in reparations. 


It would seem fitting that the 
losses of the Jews through the 
late Gothic madness should be 
assessed and made a reparations 
charge, and a United Nations Com- 
mission and Fund created, the 
money to be used for the solid re- 
construction of the Jewish rem- 
nants. It would seem just that 
every German enterprise should 
lay aside a tithe of its income 
until this bill is paid. For in the 
looting of the Jews the whole 
German people shared, not averse 
to being receivers of stolen goods 
from murdered or exiled men. 


POLAND HAS taken a huge 
area of German territory and driv- 
en out the inhabitants without 
being able to refill it with her 
own decimated population. The 
great grain and potato estates 
there are ideal for exactly the 
kind of co-operative, rationalized 
agricultural settlements which the 
Jews have created in Palestine. 


The Sudetenland, emptied of 
Germans, is also largely empty of 
Czechs for they have insufficient 
Slavic population to refill it. With 
a fund of restored Jewish money 
the destitute in camps could be 
retrained for settlement there. 


The sessions of the Peace Con- 
ference drone on while not the 
simplest human problem is tack- 
led with imagination, energy, or 
faith. Our worst inadequacy is 
our failure toward the Jews. 


The only real assets in the 
world are the raw substances of 
nature and the glad and willing 
hands of men busy building com- 
munities and homes. The des- 
perate and hopeless are the raw 
material of anarchy and violence 
—the human atomic bombs that 
can finally shake civilization en- 
tirely away from its already bad- 
ly loosened roots. 
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Wallace’s recent critical remarks 
about Britain raise the question of 
whether the people in United 
States feel more friendly or less 
friendly toward Britain today than 
a year ago. 

The truth is that the plain peo- 
ple in the United States have 
shown a marked cooling off to- 
ward Russia, ally in World 
War II, and also some cooling off 
toward our other major European 
ally, Britain. 

About six in ten say they fee! 
less friendly toward Russia than 
they did a year ago when the war 
ended. Three in ten say they feel 
less friendly toward Britain than 
they did a year ago. 

This is probably a natural post- 
war phenomenon, for 
trends can be found in Britain, 
when people are asked about their 
feelings toward United States and 
Russia. 

In measuring sentiment in the 
United States, the Institute had 
field reporters in all parts of the 
nation ask a representative sample 
of voters this question:

This affection 
was demonstrated Wednesday in Columbus when one of 
Skipworth’s former comrades brought news to the Skipworth 
family that an Army camp in Korea had been named in 
honor of the Columbus athlete. 

“Camp Skipworth” is located in Taegue, Korea, and was 
built for permanent housing of occupation troops. It covers 
an area of two square miles and is a permanent monument 
to Jimmy, who won the Silver Star for gallantry in action 
in the South Pacific in 1944. 

A picture of the entrance to the camp was presented to 
the dead soldier’s parents by Capt. Robert A. Stewart, who 
served with Skipworth.

Mal Stevens class their own Mar- 
tin Ruby, 250-pounder, who for- 
merly starred for Texas A. & M., 
second to none in _ professional 
circles. Ruby, in the considered 
opinion of Dr.’ Stevens, is “great.” 
Ruby is tremendously agile for a 
man of his heft. He clears the way 
for Brooklyn’s bounding brigade 
of backs. 


Bill Daley, the ex-Minnesota 
star, who'll play his first game 
of the season on Saturday, will be 
seen bouncing through Ruby’s po- 
sition. Daley is generally regard- 
ed as Brooklyn’s best running 
back. He has been sidelined by a 
broken leg but is now back in 
top shape. 

Ruby is one of the Brooklyn 
standouts who offers protection 
for the passes of Glenn Dobbs, for- 
mer Tulsa All-American, He also 
is one tackle who goes out and 
takes passes from Dobbs. It is 
highly possible that Atlanta fans 
will see this “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde” tackle breaking up Miami 
Seahawk plays one minute and 
scoring on a touchdown pass for 
Brooklyn the next. 


Dr. Stevens, as mentioned be- 
fore, employs the highly versatile 
“AZ” formation—everything from 
A to Z. There is, of course, a 
bit of the T, but it is not used in 
the ordinary way. No Brooklyn 
teams, football or baseball, ever 
could be accused of doing any- 
thing ordinary. They dote on do- 
ing what comes naturally. Is it 
different? Oh, brother! 

The Seahawks of Jack Meagher 
and the Dodgers conclude their 
pre-game workout today. Satur- 
day’s exhibition at Grant Field, 
Atlanta’s first professional football 
game, is a sort of test game for 
both teams. Both need a victory. 
Miami opens the home season at 
Miami next week and Brooklyn 
goes up against the mighty Cleve- 
land Browns at Brooklyn. 

Miami expects to rely heavily 
on the passing of Kay Eakins, for- 
mer Arkansas and’ Chicago player, 
and the pass receiving of former 
Georgia Wingback Lamar Davis, 
now regarded as one of the great- 
est pass receiving ends in profes- 
sional football. The Dobbs-Eakin 
passing duel promises unusual grid 
entertainment.

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140 Russian Airmen Trained 
In U.S. in 1944, Navy Reveals 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—(UP) 
The Navy disclosed Thursday that 
it secretly trained 140 Russian 
airmen in this country in 1944 as 
a part of a Lend-Lease deal in 
which 138 Navy patrol bombers— 


50 of them equipped with the Nor- 
den bombsight and the latest 
types of radio and radar—were 
transferred to Russia. 


The Navy did not announce de- 
tails of the agreement but it was 
reported that the hitherto secret 
project was given a high priority 
by the late President Roosevelt. 

The project, known as Opera- 
tion “Zebra,” was set up in March, 
1944, following an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
Sia. 

The Navy’s account of the Sovi- 
et aviators’ training was contain- 
ed in a historical sketch of Fleet 
Air Wing Five, which conducted 
the operation. The account said 
that 50 of the Catalina seaplanes 
turned over to the Russians were 
complete with the Norden bomb- 
sight and the latest types of radio 
and radar gear. 


The first group of 60 Russian 
airmen reported to the Elizabeth 
City, N. C., Naval Air Station on 
April 3, 1944. Eighty more arrived 
there on April 17, accompanied 
by Col. V. Vassilyev, who com- 
manded the Russian crews.
